Claim Objections 

2. Claims 4-7 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim cannot depend on another multiple dependent claim. See MPEP 

§ 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 4-7 have not been fiirther treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections '35 use §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 

enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not described in the 

specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 

it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. There is no explanation for the 

language claimed in claim 1 which is as follows: "and whose field lines respectively penetrate 

the flow channel inner wall in a restricted fashion on active area arrangement that are positioned 

between the measuring electrodes and " such language is not clearly explained in the 

specification as to what the active area arrangements are and how they are formed and arranged. 

It is unclear as to whether the active area arrangements are a physical structure or an imaginary 
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element. There is no explanation as to what restriction fashion is the applicant referring to. There 
is no clear explanation as to the phrase, "as well as between the latter" in claim 1, lines 23-24. 

The phrase "bounding straight lines that are laid tangentially against the active area " has no 

structure that would clearly define what and how these lines are referred.
